Shot at Chicago Apart- 


ment Despite His 
'Bullet-Proof Vest. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 9—(AP)—Fed- 


eral agents have struck with 
deadly accuracy again in their war 
on crime—this time to kill Rus- 
sell Gibson, 32-year-old suspect in 
the 5200,000 kidnaping of Edward 
G. Bremer, wealthy St. Paul 
banker. 


Trapped in a northside apart- 


ment last night, Gibson, a former 
Missouri 
convict 
and 
reputed 


member of the abduction gang of 
Alvm Karpis and Arthur Barker, 
attempted to shoot it out with a 
picked -squad of 16 agents, but his 
miniature machine gun jammed 
and he fell mortally wounded. 


Two bullets from the quick fir- 


ing rifles of the federal men hit 
their mark and one of them found 
a fatal spot despite the fact that 
Gibson, who was also known as 
"Slim" Gray, was wearing a "bul- 
let proof" vest. The bullet pene- 
trated the vest. Gibson died in a 
hospital early today. 


Tries To Escape. 


Gibson attempted to flee out of 


the back door of the apartment not 
far from the spot where John Dil- 
linger was shot and killed last 
July 22, only to meet the wither- 
ing fire of the agents. Gibson fired 
as he ran, but was able to shoot 
but one bullet before his weapon 
failed him.

The original cost-of all of the 


buildings in the system, accord- 
ing to Mr. Dobson's reckoning, 
was $7,328,480.93. The deprecia- 
tion over a period of years has 
been $2.815,172 and the present 
sound value, which does not 
always mean the difference be- 
tween original cost and depreci- 
ation is $5,559,802.

MARIGOLD CLUB 


Says Half Counties In 


State Unable To Care 
For Unemployables. 


Nearly half of Nebraska's coun- 


ties will be unable to care for un- 
employables, 
should 
they 
be 


turned back to them as indicated 
in Roosevelt's message, State Re- 
lief Director Rowland Haynes said 
Wednesday. 
Reasons given are 


that they have less money to meei 
relief needs than in the past and 
the number of unemployables is 
larger than previously. 


Counties, he said, have less 


money because assessed valuations 
throughout the state are only 
about two-thirds of their previous 
size and tax collections have fallen 
off. Yet county running expenses 
have dropped little, thus crowding 
poor relief funds out of the pic- 
ture. 


Pointing out that county boards 


are already levying the maximum 


mill limit where permitted to 


invoke the emergency half mill 
levy, Haynes said 13 counties are 
barred constitutionally from using 
the latter. 


Cost Still High. 


"Average per case cost of un- 


employables has changed but lit- 
tle," he continued. "Average al- 
lowance per case has been $15 the 
past month under federal admin- 
istration but a survey of non-re- 
lief counties shows this type of 
expenditure to range from $10 to 
$35 per case, with a $20 per case 
average." 


Four reasons were cited why the 


number of unemployables in most 
counties is larger. They are: 


1. Previously many aged people who 


would ordinarily be classed as unemploy- 
ables have been able to obtain part tkne 
work or have had partial resources. Now 
these resources are gone and part time 
work for old people isno longer available. 


2. Many unemployables have in the past 


been helped by friends and relatives. These 
friends and relatives, no longer have money 
to assist them. 
3. In the definition of unemployables 
sent out by Mr. Hopkins occurs the classi- 
fication "widows." Hitherto mothers' pen- 
sion funds have been adequate to take 
care of most widows who required help. 
Now these resources are gone and the 
number of widowed mothers requiring aid 
is much larger. 


4. The same applies to funds for dis- 


abled veterans and soldiers and sailors re- 
lief which weer formerly adequate to take 
care of those requiring help from these 
funds. 
These funds are often no longer 
adequate because the persons bnefited by 
them haev lost their squall supplemental 
resources.

OR OLD PEOPLE 
ROOSEVELT AIM 


Would Remove Many 


'Unemployables' From 
Federal Relief Rolls. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 9—(A.P) 


—An atmosphere or change sur- 
rounded Washington today as the 
new deal found itself in its long- 
heralded period of transition. 


First, there came a new 
tip 


about the vastly-altered attack on 
relief. An 
authoritative source 


said the administration was think- 
ing of urging that a federal-state 
system of pensions for old people 
and needy mothers be set up al- 
most immediately so payments 
could start quickly. 


This was described as an at- 


tempt to take care of many of the 
1,500,000 
"unemployables" 
the 


government is seeking to remove 
from its relief rolls to the care of 
the states. Senator Robinson (D.- 
Ark.), majority leader, has esti- 
mated $100,000,000 would be nec- 
essary to operate the federal end 
of the social security program— 
including 
unemployment insur- 


ance—for the first year. 


Price Fixing: Under Fire. 


NRA came to the parting of 


the ways betwen old and new. 
Two hundred business men and 
code officials gathered for hear- 
ings on the blue eagle's major 
problems, with price-fixing defi- 
nitely under fire. 


With NRA warning that price- 


fixing, except in extreme emer- 
gencies, would not be counten- 
anced, some foresaw a possibility 
of drastic revision of price con- 
trols in 300 codes.

Tenants of School Lands 


Are Hampered By 


Drouth. 


Notes given by 241 tenants of 


slate school lands to the board of 
educational lands and funds in 
1933, 
undei' the terms of an act 


passed by the legislature two years j 
ago extending the time for paying 
up old delinquencies, were in de- 
fault on December 31, 1934, the 
date on which they should have 
been paid. 


This situation was reported by 


Land Commissioner Swanson, new 
secretary of the board, at its Tues- 
day meeting, the first one held un- 
der the new administration. The 
board decided to withhold any ac- 
tion for the present and give the 
present legislature an opportunity, 
should it see fit, to authorize a 
further extension of the indebted- 
ness owing by school land lessees. 


Most of the persons who are 


again in arrears, it is believed, 
would have been all paid up ex- 
cept for the great drouth last sum- 
mer, which destroyed their crops 
and forced them to sell their live 
stock. 
% 


Some of them have notified the 


board that they can pay a part of 
the amounts due, if given more 
time on the rest, but the board is 
not empowered to accept less than 
the full sums owing. Its members 
are reluctant to force the debtors 
off the lands, where good faith has 
been shown on their part. The 
board will carry out whatever pol- 
icy in that regard the legislature 
may direct. 


Mr. and Mrs. Fred Mathers of 


Lincoln requested the board Tues- 
day to reinstate their lease on a 
section of school land in Chase 
county, recently declared forfeited 
because they were behind on rent. 
The land was readvertised and 
leased to another person. The for- 
mer lessees claim they received no 
notice of forfeiture. They say they 
are willing to pay up the amount 
past due if given possession again. 


A similar state of affairs was re- 


ported in the case of land in Holtj 


county which had been leased to 
Churles W. Peterson. 


Both thcsn matters were re- 


ferred to Attorney General Wright 
for an opinion us to whether the 
new lease contracts can loyally be 
abrogated and the lands turned 
back to those who previously had 
them.

A cool quarter of a million 


dollars is asked from the state 
of Nebraska b> Jacob Messing 
in a lengthy communication de- 
livered to State Auditor Price, 
on account of alleged physical 
and 
mental 
injuries 
resulting 


from mistreatment he claims to 
have suffered nearly

ago at hands of "attorneys, gov-

ROM Washington reports state that 
President 


Roosevelt, with characteristic energy and di- 


rectness, is preparing to ask congress for immedi- 
ate action in establishing a federal-state system of 
pensions for old people and needy mothers so 
payments could start quickly. In this fashion, as 
many as 1,500,000 of the "unemployables" could be 
removed from the relief rolls without delay. Ma- 
jority Leader Robinson of Arkansas estimated 100 
million dollars would be required to provide the 
necessary federal funds, but no indication is given 


to what would be expected of the states. 
Slowly the question of what is to be done in the 


of hundreds of thousands of aged people, be- 


set with the infirmities of advancing years, who, 
until the crash of '29, believed themselves to be in 
a position of security, only to lose all or much of 
their accumulations and to become dependent upon 
the charity of relatives or of the government itself, 
has been coming to the front. That is a phase of 
the relief program which has received but scanty 
attention, due to the general character of the prob- 
lem up until now. They constitute the unwork- 
ables. They never will work, through no fault of 
their own, and through no weakness of spirit, but 
simply because of physical facts known to all. 
They must be cared for. They constitute a legiti- 
mate charge against the younger generations capa- 
ble and able to work. It is no answer to say that 
they have been wasteful and profligate and short 
sighted. Literally hundreds of thousands of them 
do not deserve this criticism. 


Through no fault of their own, the considerable 


or the moderate accumulations which they put 
aside for the crisis now confronting them were 
•wiped t,^. if. *J~ >torm which struck cruelly. 


Still another phase of this old age problem re- 


quires attention. Years ago, the trend in industry 
started definitely to favor youth. In the industries 
embracing factory operations, and to a lesser de- 
gree, in many other activities, the favor was shown 
to youth, to men in the full vigor of physical 
strength, regardless of experience, of stability, of 
disciplined habits, or any other factor entering into 
the employment of a conscientious deserving work- 
er. Such a deliberate practice may or may not 
have been wise. 
The nation today is confronted 


only with the actual facts. And among those mil- 
lions 
from fifty-five to sixty-live years of 


the growing of trees, that would of course be a 
matter for state legislation, the federal government 
having nothing to do with the taxing of land. 


It would seem to be no more than fair, however, 


for states to make such a provision, for, as is well 
known, it takes many years to grow a crop of 
trees. But when a parcel of land is exempted from 
taxation, taxes on other properties must be corre- 
spondingly advanced or new forms of taxation de- 
vised and put into effect. 


But there is much land unfitted for agriculture, 


upon which trees should be grown, and Mr. Ever- 
son's suggestion that more of them should be 
planted around ponds, lakes and creeks is a good 
one.

The Liquor Lobby. 


IT HAS become apparent that perhaps the most 


controversial issue confronting 
the Nebraska 


legislature will be the bill to be enacted into law 
regulating the sale of liquor within the state, as 
provided for in the referendum last November. 


Precisely the same situation has developed in 


Missouri. 


In this connection, the comment which appeared 


in the Kansas City Star is pertinent to Nebraska: 


"It is recalled that more than a month ago, Gov- 


ernor Park, in a Kansas City address, served notice 
on the liquor lobbyists that they were to keep their 
hands off the legislature... It is recalled that re- 
ports of other forms of lobbying have persisted, 
that they are known to have disturbed state ad- 
ministration leaders. Legislators, therefore, stand 
duly warned of the dangers of the situation. The 
people of the state, likewise, have been advised of 
it. Lobby control of important legislation would 
be intolerable." 


The membership of the Nebraska legislature in 


both branches furnishes complete assurance that 
nothing of that kind is likely to happen in Nebras- 
ka. The law making body here is composed of 
men of independent spirit, deep convictions, and a 
most evident desire to perform an extremely diffi- 
cult task. Its members naturally desire all infor- 
mation obtainable which has a bearing on the 
methods of controlling the sale of legal liquor. But 
its members likewise do not want persistent, de- 
termined efforts of lobbyists intent upon moulding 
liquor legislation along certain definite lines. They 
do not desire the boring in tactics frequently 
adopted by men who have a selfish interest to 
serve. And the lobby, if it is wise, will be care- 
ful not to make a nuisance of itself to bring down 
wrath upon its head. 


Nebraska's Master Farmers.

list of Master Farmers in Nebraska, this recog- 


nition for ability in agricultural achievement hav- 
ing been conferred Tuesday night.

From the data compiled for the purpose of mak- 


ing selections, it is revealed that the average age 
of the five new Master Farmers is 56 years, that 
they have been on the soil for an average period of 
38 years, and own an 
average 
acreage of 380. 


Their average corn yield for the five-year period 
is 46 bushels per acre; wheat, 29 bushels; barley, 
48 bushels; and alfalfa, 3% tons. By way of com- 
parison, it should be remembered that these fig- 
ures represent about twice the general 
average 


yield per acre for farming in the state of Nebraska.

The loose talk that shiftlessness and laziness have 
increased is mere conjecture. There always has 
been shiftlessness, laziness, and improvidence, and 
in some measure, they will continue. But the 
problem of old age itself comes before the country 
in an entirely different light It is here in perma- 
nent form far more aggravated than ever before, 
because the investments of old people, along with 
the savings of others, were wiped out in the crash; 
because modern business and industry have turned 
their backs upon elderly men: because all of the 
pioneering of a land frontier character has been 
finished. 


The Growing of Trees. 
observations of E. H. Everson of South Da- 


kota. president of the National Farmers union, 


in regard to the planting of trees, are of course 
true lo a certain extent There is no apparent 
reason, however, -why there should not be shelter 
belts around each farm, in addition to the pro- 
posed federal shelter project 


The South Dakota man proposed a federal sub- 


sidy to farmers to do their own planting, but in this 
connection it should be borne in mind that there 
are two purposes in continuing the operation of the 
CCC, which is now doing such planting as is being 
done, in addition to carrying on the water conser- 
vation and soil erosion work. 


The Saar Plebiscite. 


RIGINALLY the Saar was placed under the 


guidance of the League of Nations because 


France and Great Britain wanted it to serve as a 
corridor against a revived 
Germany. It was 


adapted ideally to serve this purpose, not only by 
projecting a strip of neutral territory, but by de- 
priving Germany of the immensely profitable and 
valuable coal mines located within its boundaries. 


So long as France could deprive Germany of the 


coal in the Saar region, it could keep a finger on 
the pulse of German industry and handcuff upon 
German military establishment. 


Now, 
the poplation of the Saar basin territory is 


voting to decide whether it will return to Ger- 
many, unite with France, or remain in its present 
status quo under the guidance of the League of 
Nations. This decision comes fifteen years after 
the ink had been placed upon the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles, under which the events now taking place 
were formulated. What the outcome will be is un- 
determinable. Most observers anticipate that the 
vote itself will favor a return to Germany. 
Offi- 


cials of the league take the position that such ac- 
tion would be mandatory in no way. however. The 
basis for believing such a delicate issue as is in- 
volved in the Saar plebiscite will be met amiably 
rests upon the fact that Europe 
has shown a 


greater capacity to concilatc her differences.

THAN NEED FOR FOOD 


Not many people know 
that 


hunger is a state of the blood it 
takes some time—several hours— 
before food 
digests, assimilates, 


and enters the blood stream, when 
the feeling of 
hunger at once 
d i s a p p ears. 
That is why it 
is conside r e d 
wise 
to 
stop 


eating w h i l e 
the appetite is 
not enti r e l y 
satisfied. 


The 
differ- 


ence 
between 


h u n g e r and 
good appetite is 
only a matter 
of degree. Both 
sensations 
are 


probably 
due 


to fine muscular

waves which 


pass across the stomach. If the 
continued absence of food induces 
a state of the blood which pro- 
vokes reflexly very strong, rapid- 
ly recurring waves, the sensation 
passes from appetite to hunger. 


It seems paradoxical that Na- 


ture should supply us with a 
greater appetite than need for 
food. But this quite possibly dates 
back to the days of our ancestors, 
when food was scarce and had to 
be eaten in sufficient quantities to 
last until the next meal, which 
might 
not 
prove 
imminently 


available. In this day and age, 
when meals are regularly forth- 
coming, overeating is a human 
weakness, and when trouble re- 
sults we can blame no one except 
ourselves. 


Does good appetite or hunger 


help the digestion of foods? There 
are several factors to this. 


There seems a prevalent belief 


that all white meat is easly di- 


gested. It happens to be true that 
breast of chicken and many kinds 
of fish are quickly digestible, but 
the size of muscle fiber—the small 
and finer, the better—governs the 
digestibility of meat and 
fish. 


Lobster, though while, is of large, 
tough fibers and difficult for the 
stomach to handle. 
Most 
fish, 


however, is highly nutritious and 
easily digested—though why it has 
ben glorified as a brain food is 
one of those phenomena of the 
human imagination. 


Children, if supplied with an 


abundance of milk 
and 
other 


animal food, will not suffer a loss 
of energy if thier diet omits meat, 
for the reason that meat is a 
stimulant which any normal child 
does not require. Too much meat 
tends to make children excitable 
and restless at night. A small 
piece of meat, once a day, on the 
other hand, is not harmful to any 
healthy child who has reached the 
age where meat has been included 
in his daily rations—about two 
years. 


QUESTION. 


(1) What is the normal average 


age of the closing: of the anterior 
fontanelle (the soft spot on the top 
of the head) in babies? (2) Does 
premature closing- of this fonta- 
nelle indicate possible retarded 
mental development?" 


ANSWER. 


(1) There are two fontanelles, 


or soft spots, one in front and one 
towards the back. The one to- 
wards the back closes at about 
the end of the sixth week or sec- 
ond month of life. 
The 
one 


in front closes usually somewhere 
between the fifteenth to twentieth 
months. (2) The premature clos- 
ing has no particular significance, 
but if it remains open after the 
twentieth month, it usually means 
rickets.

The Farmers' Plight. 


DuBois, Neb., Jan. 8. 


To the editor of The Lincoln 


Star: Recently I was amused by 
our learned scientists pondering 
over what might be the cause of 
the low underground water table 
in Nebraska and adjoining states. 
Some seem to have come to the 
conclusion it is caused by the 
drainage of lakes, marshes, and 
the straightening of rivers. 
If 


that is the case will someone ex- 
plain to me why this country ex- 
perienced disastrous drouths and 
dry wells years before any drain- 
age was done? Also why we have 
had periods of excessive rainfall 
after the draining was done. 


A table of rainfall averages 


shows us that rainfall during each 
ten years varies hardly at all. That 
would seem to be conclusive proof 
that drainage has no effect what- 
ever on our rainfall and our 
underground water is regulated by 
rain or snow and nothing else ex- 
cept that perhaps it may be low- 
ered in the immediate territory ad- 
joining a deepened river or a 
drained lake. 
Our present low 


water is caused by a solid two and 
one half years absence of rain in 
sufficient amount to reach the sub- 
soil. What caused that scant rain- 
fall is anybody's free guess. 
It 


hardly looks reasonable to lay the 
blame on drainage or lack of trees. 


Down here in the extreme south- 


east corner of Nebraska where the 
state is supposed to get the most 
rainfall our supply of moisture is 
anything but encouraging. Since 
last fall we have received some- 
thing like twelve inches of preci- 
pitation in various forms and from 
actual tests I find that in culti- 
vated fields we have thirty inches 
of moist soil and in pasture and 
hay lands only eighteen inches. 
The subsoil is extremely dry and 
hard everywhere and if we do not 
get a great deal more moisture in 
some form before spring Nebraska 
may face a real disaster this year, 
for past experience has taught us 
that if we don't have our soil 
soaked in winter, or early spring, 
we don't get the rain in the sum- 
mer either. 


To some that may sound like a 


pretty pessimistic view but we 
may as well face the facts. We 
farmers have had to spend every 
last dollar we could get hold of 
to buy feed to carry our livestock 
through the winter, but what 
about another year of it? I hate 
to think of it 


I wish I knew the total sum of 


money that was spent for feed 
in this one small community sur- 
rounding Du Bois. Carload after 
carload of hay at from eighteen 
lo twenty five dollars a ton. and 
literally tens of thousands of 
bushels of corn at near a dollar

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_ bushel and most of that is for 
livestock that we have to keep, 
not sell. That certainly does not 
help business in this community 
for much of that money goes en- 
tirely out of the state. All of this 
makes us wonder whether this re- 
duction of burdensome surpluses 
is worth the price when it only 
means misery and privation. 


While I do not criticise Presi- 


dent Roosevelt and his aides, they 
no doubt are doing all they can to 
untangle this mess the republican 
party handed us, I never could get 
into my head the idea that scar- 
city is going to make us prosper- 
ous. What good is dollar corn to 
us when we have none to sell? 


How many of you know what it 


means to butcher a hog that has 
been starved or own a flock of 
chickens from which, due to lack 
of feed, you'do not find a single 
egg? 
Ten cent 
corn and two 


cent hogs were bad enough, but 
were we worse off than we are 
now? We had no money then and 
we have less now. We at least had 
plenty to eat when we had plenty 
of corn, fat hogs, and plenty of 
eggs and milk. It was not such 
a ruinous business to feed ten cent 
corn to two cent hogs as it is to 
feed dollar corn to five or six cent 
hogs. 


Now understand that I don't 


wish to go back to those conditions 
we had at the close of the Hoover 
administration, but I am making 
a comparison to show you that 
every thing is not quite as rosy 
with the farmer as some news- 
papermen seem to think it is. True 
there are a favored few who had 
corn under seal or some who had 
a big corn or hcg base on which 
to draw bonus money. That bonus 
is salvation that we paid for long 
before we got it. The difference 
in the price of hogs as compared 
to the price of cattle proves that. 


Now that I have pointed out 


plenty of evils and faults con- 
nected with our conditions and 
system, 
1 could also 
suggest 


remedies but no one would listen 
to me any way so what is the 
use?
